That ee.mi to at a rather far 
fetched conclusion. la the JOUBJUL'S 
opinion it ie mor* likely to be the 
prospectire expansion of tbe field for 
the metal SB a currency, and perhaps 
the growing sentiment in the east in 
favor of bimetallism, and tbe greater 
probability of its r.adsption as the 
flninoial policy of the United States 
government, wbioh has cause the spec- 
ulative tendency to develop. 
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THE ''FILIPINOS." 


Although tbe Philippine Islands are 


tbe center of attraction at the present 
time, and tbe "Filipinos" are more 
talked about than any other people on 
tbe face of the earth, it is doubtful if 
one pers*n in fifty in the United States 
knows at mach about the country 
where the fighting in going on or its 
inhabitants, as of thegegoraphy or peo- 
ple of the Chinese Empire. 1'he fol- 
lowing from an exchange contains in 
•mall space a good deal of information 
concerning the people who Are now in 
arms against oar government and its 
flag: 


la Manila "Filipino" means a person 


of unmixed Spanish blood bora in tbe 
Philippine Islands. 
AguinaHo, 
al 


though, according to Spanish stand- 
ards, well educated and representing 
tbe civilized 
population as distin- 


guished from the savage population, is, 
according te the local standards, a 
half-breed, being of mixed Spanish and 
T.g.l blood. His followers, mainly 
drawn from the Tagal tribes, are al- 
way a spoken of by the Spaniards of 
Manila as "Indians." Very few true 
"FilipiBOs," probably, are found fol 
lowing Aguiualdo. The majority of 
his officers are 
undoubtedly half- 


breed?, and the mass of hit army are 
what tbe Spaniards call "Indians." 


Among the half-breeds of the Philip- 


pines are found many men and women 
of education. Aguinaldo is himself an 
edueatsd man. About one-fifth of the 
"Congress" he gathered about him at 
Maloloi are understood to have been 
what we call callage graduates. From 
this element his officers have been 
drawn; his soldiers are the Tags! 
natives, unlettered but shrewd and 
active, the class whom the Spaniards 
feared to educate. These men have 
blindly followed their educated leaders 
so far. 


There are more than fifty tribes in 


the Philippines. Among the 8,000,000 
or 10,000,000 people of tbe archipelago 
may be found not only Christians and 
Mohammedans, but also absolute sav- 
ages, not above the level of the Piutej. 
There is a fringe of cultivation to this 
population, but only a fringe. 


THB gold product of California for 


the calendar year of 1998 was $15,906,- 
478. a (ein of 835,077 over that of 
1897. The silver product was $414,055. 
a net loss in the dame time of $3,657; 
so that the output for tbe two years 
was practically the same. These figaree 
ara from the report of tbe Snperin 
tendent of the San Francisco Mint and 
doubtless includes the Klondike gold 
taken there for coinage. If this is BO 
it would show a considerable redac- 
tion of the California output. The 
Single standard men are claiming such 
increase of the goUl product as will 
render unnecessary tbe expansion of 
the currency volume oy tbe restora- 
tion of silver. But with all 
their 


doctoring of facts and figures they are 
making a poor showing in subatantia 
tion of their statements. 


IF you hare a good thing to dispose 


of, let it be known by advertising it. 
If its merits are unknown it will find 
no purchaser. The same rule will ap- 
ply to a State as to an individual. 
Neither can succeed by biding its light 
under a bnshsl. Nevada has lots of

known to insure plenty of

thereby avoiding the nse of fluxes and 
preventing the escape of noxious fames 
wbioh not only are injurious to animal 
und vegetable life, but contain valuable 
material in a vaporous state. This 
new appliance is the largest of its kind 
in the world, having a capacity of four 
tons per hoar. By its use all tbe bi- 
prodnets are saved. Antimony ores 
oan be treated in it and the gold it 
contains saved at a nominal post. 


The company will develop 125 horse 


power from the water of the Truckee 
rirer for running the dynamo and 
other machinery. It will also generate 
•Itotricity for lighting the works, which 
will be ran night and day. 


The redaction works will not do a 


customs business at the start, aa the 
present capacity will be barely suffi- 
cient to handle the output from the 
company's mines near Lovelock. Al- 
ready they have 260 tons of ore here, 
and more is on the vay. This ore 
contains gold, silver, antimony and 
iron. Tbe assay values are away up in 
tbe hundreds. 


Mr. Barton feels enthusiastic over 


the possibilities of Nevada as a mineral 
producer, believing that there are other 
Comstooks to ba unearthed.
